as likely

et’s get this straight. 

There’s nothing to 

worry about as far 

» as. Hobart’s Mercury 
newspaper is concerned, 

‘The Tasmanian daily ran a 
headline in its sports pages, 
saying, “Aussies favoured to 
win world Soccer.title,” so 
here's a message to 
Socceroos coach Frank 
Farina, “Dear Frank,—the 
Cup’s as good as in the bag 
and bugger Uruguay.” 

Unfortunately, the good 
oil was a typo. It was a con- 
tinuation from the real story 
on the back page, “Aussies 
hot tip for world hockey 
title.” And that is the youth 
world cup played in the 
apple island. 

Back to Soccer, like a 
diviner pointing to water, 
Australia’s World Cup quali- 
fying fate is firming towards 
Unuguay which would be the 
best possible outcome for the 
South American encounter. 

To qualify, Australia 
needs to get past the fifth- 
best South American nation. 
At one stage four-time world 
champion Brazil loomed as a 
possible opponent, which 
would be a daunting 
prospect and too much to 
contemplate, 

Colombia is the other, 
which would pose huge alti- 
tude problems and prefer- 
ably is therefore to be avoid- 

“ed, 

Recent results, and keep 
fingers crossed, are increas- 
ingly marking Uruguay at 
sea level as the most likely 
Opponent. Socceroos coach 
Frank Farina is more or less 
banking on it and content 
with it, 

“T've thought all along 
that it would be Uruguay. 
Colombia is still a chance, 
but it looks like Uruguay 
will be our opponent,” 
Farina said, 

-Farina watched Uruguay 
draw 1-1 with Colombia in a 
recent South American qual- 
ifying match in Montevideo, 
the possible setting of 
Australia’s away-leg. He 
returned on Tuesday, 
October 9, buoyed by the 
possibility. 

Argentina has already 


qualified. Paraguay, Ecuador 
and Brazil are set to follow 
the Argentines, hopefully 
leaving the Colombians 
floundering in thin air. 

Soccer’s world body FIFA 
wants all qualifying matches 
completed by November 25 
in readiness for an early 
December draw. The World 
Cup will be held in Japan 
and South Korea mid-year in 
2002. 

The Socceroos are sched- 
uled to meet their fifth-best 
opponent at the MCG on 
November 18, a week after 
they meet world and 
European champion France 
in a friendly at the same 
venue on November 11. 

Theoretically, they would 
then briefly stay in a training 
camp and later fly outto play 
the likely Uraguayans the 
following week on 
Nevember 25. But dates are 
hard to get confirmed. 

The South American qual- 
ifiers finish on November 
14, It would give Australia’s 
opponent a few days to pre- 
pare hardly the, sort of time- 
frame any nation Would want 
to wager_its World. Cup 
future on. Yet, itmight have 
to be done that way and it 


just might work inAustralia’s - 


favor, although Farina is 
doubtful about that, 

“FIFA is not going to give 
Australia any favors,” Farina 
offered his own scenario. 
“'m expecting FIFA to 
change the November 18 
date,” he said. 

It would also delay the 
return leg in South America. 
From whichever angle, 
Australia’s passage to World 
Cup glory is not going to be 
‘an easy one, but we're used 
to that not having qualified 
since 1974. 

‘These pros and cons, of 
course, are all conjecture. 
The friendly match against 
France is going ahead and 
France is said to field its 
strongest team, including its 
England-based, World Cup 
heavyweights. 

Australia also has had its 
England concerns over 
Leeds forwards Harry 
Kewell and Mark Viduka 
without whom Australia’s 
chances of scoring would be 
greatly diminished. Both are 
confirmed starters against 
France and the qualifiers. 

Kewell’s deliberations 
have taken some time, 
including a prolonged dis- 
pute with Australian promot- 
er International Entertain- 
ment Corporation that called 
his Aussie loyalty into ques- 
tion. Kewell has only made 
ten appearances for Australia 
and played only half a match 


since Farina has been in 
charge. 

“Barring injuries, the 
squad that will play France 
will be the squad for the 
South American qualifiers 
and as sure as the sun rises in 
the morning Harry (Kewell) 
will be here,” Farina said. 

Farina has great faith in 
the Sydney-bom Kewell 
who left Australia as a 
teenager to eventually con- 
quer the English Premier 
League. Together with 
Viduka, Kewell poses. the 
perfect partnership for Leeds 
and Australia, Farina said. 

“Harry (Kewell) possess- 
es speed and technique. He 
can take people on. He is 
good in the air and he can 
score goals,” Farina said. 

The acrimonious dispute 
between Kewell and IEC 
‘Was settled a few weeks ago, 
following an IEC apology, 
and Kewell declared his 
availability, including the 
match against France, which 
is nothing less than a dress 
rehearsal for Australia’s final 
campaign towards World 
Cup qualification. 

“The France match is very 
important, The French have 
class all over the field. It is 
great preparation (to play 
them) for us as we go into 
the South American match 
for World Cup qualifica- 
tion,” Kewell said. 

The Aussie forward also 
spoke out about his chal- 
lenged loyalties towards the 
green and gold, saying, “I 
am as patriotic as any 
Australian. I consider it an 
honor to represent my coun- 
try. When I pull on the green 
and gold, it is always spe- 
cial.” 

After all the tension and 
trauma for weeks, if not 
months, MCG spectators 
will see Australia at full 
strength against France and 
the South Americans, 
including all of its overseas 
top guns, and perhaps local 
Melbourne Knights and for- 
mer overseas defender Steve 
Horvat in action as well. 

Other Melbourne 
favorites may include Marco 
Bresciano (ex Bulleen and 
Carlton, now with Italy”s 
Empoli) and Danny Tiatto 
(ex Melbourne Knights, with 
Manchester City). 

Former Knights spearhead 
and Melbourne-grown 
Viduka long ago declared his 
loyalties were anchored to 
Australia. 

Viduka would love noth- 
ing less than qualifying with 
the Socceroos, having ached 
over the Iran debacle at the 
MCG in 1997 that cost 
Australia qualification for 
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the 1998 World Cup in 
France. That time Australia 
surrendered a 2-0 lead to 
draw 2-2 and missed out. 

“Tl never forget that 
game, but I really prefer not 
to remember it either,” 
Viduka said. 

“That game has stayed 
with us (Socceroos) for a 
long time. We want to quali- 
fy this time. It will be great 
for Australian football and 1 
want to be part of the team 
that does,” he said. 

Australia won't be 
favorite to win the World 
Cup, but all of the nation 
wants the Socceroos to qual- 
ify for a second time and 
maybe one day get their 
hands on that coveted world 
trophy after all.

delaide City gathered a tidy 
70,000 from the State 
Government to switch its administra- 
tive infrastructure from Hindmarsh 
Stadium to Ram Park at Oakden. 
$370,000 of that amount was direct- 
ed towards securing Ram Park, the 
previous home of the now defunct 
Adelaide Rams Rugby League club, 
for the Soccer club. 

According to Auditor General Ken 
MacPherson’s 570-page report on the 
building of the Hindmarsh Stadium, 
Adelaide City was also granted 
$16,000 for losses and inconvenience 
caused during its switch of venues. 

The report, submitted to State 
Parliament, also says that City is enti- 
tled to a $8,000 fee on match days, two 
corporate boxes, chairman’s suite, 250 
middle deck grandstand seats and 
catering concessions. 

The club also has the exclusive 
option to buy Ram Park for $570,000 
in 2002. 

City was asked to relocate from the 
Hindmarsh Stadium to accommodate 
the Olympic Football tournament at 
the facility in September last year. 

‘The Olympic tournament returned a 
$800,000 profit from the 11 nights of 
competition when more than 111,000 
fans attended the seven matches. 

A record attendance of 18,345 was 
set at the quarter-final between Japan 
and the United States, 

That record is unlikely to be 
eclipsed because temporary seating 
was installed at four sections of the sta- 
dium for the duration of the tourna- 
ment.

Graeme contacted us last 
week-end to inform ABSW 
that he was ever-so grateful 
for a small piece which 
appeared in the ‘Good Oil’ 
columns some months ago, 
appealing to readers for any 
old Soccer equipment that 
people no longer needed and 
which he could well use over 
in the Philippines to hand out 
to the kids he coaches. 

Well that small piece 
caught the eye of one of our 
loyal readers, Mr Charlie 
Davidson, who responded 
immediately. 

Mr Dayidson, the Director 
of Soccer at the Sydney 
Grammar School, himself a 
former player with Apia 
before moving to play for 
Sydney Croatia back in 
1971, late last week donated 
no less than 18 Soccer balls 
plus a stack of field markers 
towards Mackinnon’s appeal. 

The highly — grateful 
Graeme flew out this morn- 
ing (Tuesday) to return to his 
‘mission of Soccer’ in Cebu. 

But last week-end, we 
were able to catch up with 
Graeme Mckinnon the for- 
mer star striker of Apia, who 
quickly filled us in on his 
philanthropic Soccer activi- 
ties in the jungles of the 
Philippines. 

Solidly backed by the “M. 
Lhuillier Sports 
Development Foundation”, 
Mackinnon is doing wonders 
for the kids in Cebu. 


Mackinnon’s 
Mission 

The “M. Ehuillier Sports 
Development Foundation” 
was started in Cebu Province 
in 1995 with Cebu business- 
man Michel Lhuillier fund- 
ing the grasstoots develop- 

“ment programme ever since 
its inception. 

Cebu is an island just an 
hour by plane South of 
Manila, in the heart of the 
Visayas region. 

Cebu has little Soccer tra- 

_dition as it is predominantly 
a basketball stronghold. 

Graeme Mackinnon elabo- 
tated to ABSW: 

“We launched our pro- 


gramme in Carmen, a town- 
ship 40 kilometres North of 
Cebu City in 1995. This 
town has now become our 
headquarters and up until this 
time, the only boys who 
played Soccer in the town 
were the boys of 
the Foundation. 

“We have 50 
boys split into 
three Age Groups, 
the Under 15s, 9s 
and 8s, There are 
no Soccer fields in 
Carmen, so. obvi- 
ously there are no 
Soccer posts. 

“We hope to get 
enough funds plus 
some Local 
Government sup- 7 
port to enable us to 
install posts in the 
playground of the 
local Primary 
School where we 
practice. 
Hopefully we'll be 
able to do this by 
early next year, 

“When I set up 
the Foundation 
back in 1995, I 
promised the 
young players 
back then that if 1 
believed | they 
showed enough 
potential, I would 
bring them here to 
Australia to 
expose them to a |. 
higher level of 
Soccer. 

“T'm now work- 
ing hard to raise 
$50,000, either 
through direct 
financial, or “in 
kind” sponsorship, 
or through the tried and test- 
ed Aussie method of going 
out there and asking for 
donations, as well as staging 
fundraising activities such as 
live concerts and movie pre- 
mieres. 

“The money will be used 
to bring the team down to 
Australia in July 2002,” 
Mackinnon contemplates. 

Should he be successful in 
generating the required 
funds, Mackinnon is plan- 
ning a trip for his young 
Soccer students they will 
never forget. 

To kick off the tour, the 
boys who are born in 1986 
(U/16), will play a series of 
matches on the Gold Coast. 
That would be followed by 
the participation in the 
Kanga Cup that will be 
staged in Canberra. 
Following the Kanga Cup 
Mackinnon would like to 
haye a week in Sydney with 
his young squad. 

Several notable coaches, 
including Raul Blanco and 
Les Scheinflug, have indicat- 
ed their willingness to put the 
boys through some practice

arrange a game

The industrious 


Mackinnon is also hopeful of 
being able to arrange more 
games against some of the 
NSL club’s Under 16 teams 
under lights, if possible. 

Former Australian World 
Cup goalkeeping — great, 
Jimmy Fraser, currently in 
charge of the Australian 
Goalkeepers Academy, has 
graciously offered to include 
two of Mackinnon’s goal- 
keepers in any practice ses- 
sions that he would be con- 
ducting whilst they are at 
Parklea. 

Mackinnon strongly 
believes that the Sydney seg- 
ment of their trip will be very 
exciting for the players, as 
well as the coaches. 

“We know that we can 
never hope to match it with 
these players which isn’t the 
point for us coming here. We 
will come here to learn as 
much as we can in the short 
period of time that we will be 
here. 

“It will be a further part of 
the boys’ learning curve. 

“An experience that I hope 
will motivate the boys even 
more upon their return to the 
Philippines.

The winner of the event will represent

A training-ground dispute with Paris Saint Germain coach 
Luis Fernandez last week saw the former Arsenal and Real 
Madrid star removed from the squad for Sunday's 2-2 draw 
with Lyon, 

Anelka’s $33 million return to PSG, the club he quit at the 
age of 17 to join Arsenal, has proved an expensive flop, but the 
young striker could yet pay the ultimate price. 

A mixture of injuries, poor form and tactics not made to mea- 
sure have left Anelka more isolated than ever at the club he was 
‘supposed to lead back to glory. 

But Anelka must knuckle down in the French capital to have 
any chance of making the World Cup squad after being ignored 
by France coach Roger Lemerre since his dire performances at 
Jast summer’s Confederations Cup. 

The latest problems for the 22-year-old - who quit Highbury 
after complaining of his treatment by the press and lasted only 
‘a season at Real Madrid having failed to gain the respect of his 
team-mates - began last season. 

Fernandez, the coach who gave Anelka his first chance at 
PSG, was looking to the talented hitman to set the standard - to 
become the team leader. He even made Anelka captain. 

Clearly not suited to the role, Anelka failed to live up to 
Fernandez’s lofty expectations - and things began to go wrong. 

Whereas Fernandez was always ready to sweat blood in his 
days as a player at the Parc des Princes, Anelka is more inclined 
to shrug his shoulders when things do not go his way. 

His sulky demeanour on the pitch seemed to rub off on some 
of his team-mates last season, but Fernandez has not been afraid 
to stamp his authority. 

‘Stephane Dalmat, Peter Luccin, Ariel, Fabiano, Dael Hiroux 
and Fabrice Kelban have all been shipped out and Femandez 
has turned to a crop of more experienced players in an attempt 
to get the best out of PSG's record investment. 

He attracted Brazilian playmaker Ronaldinho and signed 
Jose Aloisio-and Alex from Saint-Etienne. The French newspa- 
pers raved at prospect of seeing Anelka strike up a fruitful part- 
nership with rising star Ronaldinho, but it has not worked out 
yet. 

Anelka had a toe injury that caused him to miss most of pre- 
season and, by the time he came back, lacking sharpness, the 
team had almost settled.

“Nico is a nice boy” - might now be working out a way of rid- 
ding himself of the Jatest young star to let him down. 

The problem then is where Anelka might go. While England 
remains the country best-suited to his style, it seems unlikely 
that a Premiership coach would put faith in the temperamental 
striker after the way he turned his back on Arsenal in 1999, 

And after an ineffective season in Spain with Real Madrid, 
Anelka would get equally short shrift there, A Christmas move 
to Serie A remains the most likely scenario for France's young 
enigma.
